AGAPANTHUS GLOBOSUM. 

A distinct dwarf g^rowing* species imported from the Orange River Territory. It produces on 
long scapes, dense globular heads of flowers individually about an inch in diameter and of good 
shape. The three outer petals are lilac-blue shaded white and bluntly pointed, the inner ones 
emargiiiate and much darker in colour, the central vein of each petal dark bluish lilac. The 
strap^shaped leaves are arching and about a foot long. 10.s\ ^d. 

ANTHTTRIUM ANDREANUM ROSEUM. 

A most charming hybrid raised from A.ndreanumj the spathe being of a shining rose pink 
colour ornamented by a tricoloured spadix, the basal portion being white, the centre golden, and the 
tip lemon green. The foliage is of the same handsome character as the type. 31s. Qd. 

DRACAENA VICTORIA. 

This exceedingly atti’active new Dracaena is certainly one of the most handsome species yet 
introduced. It has been imported from Brazil, and belongs to the same section as D. Lindeniy 
from which it is quite distinct not only in the style of its variegation, but in the brightness and 
constancy of the colouration, the golden yellow of the leaves deepening with age instead of losing 
colour, as does D, Lindeni. Of noble habit, the plant is furnished with broad and gracefully 
recurving leaves, wavy at the margins, the whole leaf being bright golden yellow, with a central 
band of bright green, ornamented with nan*ow streaks varying in colour from grejnsh to creamy 
yellow. It was exhibited before the Floral Committee of the Royal Horticultural Society on 
•the 25th October, 1898, when it was unanimously awarded a First Class Certificate. Vide lUmtration.

DRYNARIA HILLIL 

An extremely handsome and effective Fern with long pinnately divided glossy green leaves, 
arising from a stout creeping rhizomous rootstock densely covered \vith long reddish brown silky 
hair. The fronds are broadly lanceolate in outline, the pimiie being alternate and narrowly 
lanceolate with undulate margins, the blade of each pinnse being connate with the next close to the 
stipes. The sori are borne in two rows between each of the primary veins, reaching from the midrib 
to the margin. It has been imported from Queensland. 2 guineas.

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JASMINUM NITIDUM. 

A charming new species of slender growth, introduced from the Admiralty Islands, producing a 
profusion of deliciously scented snow-white flowers, home in three-flowered umbels. The blossoms, 
which are composed of ten to twelve ray-like petals, are large, and have an exceedingly elegant and 
graceful appearance. The leaves are obovate, of a bright sliining green colour. This pretty new 
species will be found a charming addition to warm-house climbers. Vide Illustration facing page 2.

LICUALA MUELLERI. 

A pretty ornamental unarmed Palm of good habit, a native of Rockingham Bay. In a young 
state the leaves are plicate, divided nearly to the base into truncate lobes or segments obtusely 
toothed and jagged. The foliage is bright green, closely veined with dark green, thus giving it a 
maculated or mottled appearance. When more matiu'e the whole leaf is closed all round so as to 
appear peltate, forming a flat shield-like disc. 10». 6d., 16s. and 21». 

NEKINE CANDIDA. 

A lovely and chaste pure white variety of this well-known and favourite genus of greenhouse 
bulbous plants, bearing on erect scapes large heads consisting of from fifteen to twenty flowers, each 
about two inches in diameter. The blossoms are most elegant in form, the six segments extending 
in the shape of an open fan, undulated on the margins and of a glistening snowy whiteness, 
producing a most charming effect. The leaves are of a rich green colour-. lOj. Gd. 

POLYPODIUM IRIOIDES LOBATUM. 

A handsome variety with bright green coriaceous leaves contracted at the base into very short 
stipes. It is remarkable, and varies from the type in the tips of the fronds breaking up into lobes, 
some of the leaves bearing as many as ten to twelve segments at the apex. This Feni is of robust 
growth and valuable for decorative purposes. It has been introduced from Queensland. 10s, Gd. 

RHODODENDRON FORDII. 

This new species is a native of the Island of Lantao, China, where it was found by Mr. C. Ford’s 
native collector. It is of shrubby habit, bearing thick coriaceous leaves, varying considerably in 
shape at different periods of growth and in different plants, some being lanceolate, others nearly 
oval, and still others obovate ; the underside in the younger stages of growth is generally covered 
with a thick ferrugineous pubescence, becoming glabrous with age. The flowers are white, of 
medium size, and borne as usual in corymbs. 7». Gd.

ANACSEON. — Very rich bright cherry carmine flowers, well shaped and most pleasing and 
distinct in colour.

A most charming and effective now Petunia, producing very full and double globular-shaped 
flowers composed of snow-white and bright rosy-pink petals, arranged in an irregular mamier, the 
edges being most strikingly crimped and fringed. This pretty variety cannot fail to become a 
general favourite.

AGLAONEMA VERSICOLOR. 

An attractive ornamental foliage stove plant, belonging to the Avoid family, introduced from the 
East Indies. It is of neat growth and bears on an erect stem beautifully mottled shortly stalked 
spreading leaves, the petioles sheathing ivith membraneous edges. The leaf blades obliquely oblong, 
rounded at the base, acute at the apex, irregularly blotched with patches of dark velvety green 
interspersed among patches of lighter green, and some of milky white. 7«. 6il.

This ohanniug white-flowered variety of the well-known Authurium Andreanum has been 
imported from Brazil. In growth and shape of flower it is a counterpart of the type, but the 
spathes are of a shining ivory white, lasting a long time in perfection. A very chaste and desirable 
addition to oxir flowering stove plante.

For POT PLANTS AND BULBS. — Sprinkle on the surface of the soil, about 
every three weeks, at the rate of a small teaspoonful to a 5-inch pot, so that when 
the plants are watered, the Plant Food will be gradually absorbed into the soil.
